THE ADMIRAL’S OFFICIAL REPORT. 


z [From the Daily Globe, Sept. 12th.} 

Although the account of the strange and 
terrible catastrophe to the new fron-clad 
Captain came to us in a form that hardly ad- |}: 
mitted of a doubt as toits correctness, it was 
impos¢ible to resist the hope that after all it 
might prove to be the creation of ramour 
ooly, or turn out to be greatly exaggerated. 
Not only, however, has not contradiction of 
the substantial accuracy of the first statement 
arrived, but we pablish this morniog a dis- 
patch from Admiral Milne, who commanded 
the squadron of which the Captain was one, 
giving such particulars as he could suppiy of 
her untimely and mysterious destruction. 
We give the gallant Admiral’s narrative in 
his own words: 

‘] was on beard the Captain on the morn- 
ing of the Gth; everything was in order. A 
sailing trial began in the afternoon. The 
breeze was moderate and the sbips carried 
royals. At 4 in the afternoon the breeze 
freshened, the Captain making from 11} to 
13 knots. It was observed that the sea 
washed over her lee deck, her gunwale some- 
times being level with the water. 1 left the 
Captain at 6:30p. m., when she was twenty 
miles off Cape Finisterre. Evolutions were 
resumed, and continued from 8 till 10 p. m., 
the ships being at their designated ‘positions, 
anda westward course taken. Atl p.m. 
the wind freshened, the barometer fell, and 
a gale sprang up. Our sails were reefed. 
The Captain was close astern of the flagship, 
steaming steadily and gaining on us 
noticed at 1415 a, m. that she was’six poin's 
abaft our beam; kneeling over very muchs 
er light a few minutes later was still vis- 
ible, after which a thick rain sbut her out. 
At dawn, ten ships of the fleet were seen, 
but the Captain was missing. The squadron 
scattered to search for her, when fragments 
of the wreck were found, but no survivors 
could be discovered.” .. 

It will thus be seen that sometime between 
1:15 and daylight—say five o’clock—on the 
morning of the 7th the Captain went to 
pieces. When last seen the splendid ship 
exhibited no signs of danger, although she 
‘skeeled over’ very much, and in an early 
part of the evolutions in which the fleet was 
engaged ‘ber gunwale was often level with 
the water, and the sea washed over her 
deck.’’? Her steam was up, and she should 
therefore bave heen under full control, which 
makes it less probable that ste would be 
driven ashore; whilst her immense strength 
would, one might suppose, even in such a 
case, have evabled her to bold together long- 
er than an ordinary ves:el. 

It is extremely satisfactory to find that 
some ct the crew were saved, and their ac- 
count will be awaited with deep anxiety. 
The discipline, the number. of hands, the 
first-rate seamanship of the officers, and the 
general 
make such occarrences as- tbe one we have 
now to deplore exceedingly rare. The fate 
of Sir Cloudesly Shovel, and the foundering 
of the Royal George, with Admiral Kempen- 
felt on board, at Spithead, are noted as ture 
events in Englands naval annals. Ships 
have from time to time been lost in storm 
and battle, but they have succumbed to over- 
whelming odds; and so far as we can at 
present discover, the Captaio encountered 
nothing which might not have been over 
come or avoided. 

The pride aud warm attachment of English- 
men to the naral service ensures for the suf- 
ferers by such a calamity the deepest feeling 
ot sympatby, And on this occasion there 
were others on board for whom there will be 
mourners beyond their own circle of friends. 
Captain Cowper Coles had devoted jiffeen 
years to perfecting bis invention, and bad at 
jast constructed a ship that seemed to realize 
to the fall his original conceptions. The 
wenry waiting in departmental ante-rooms, 
the heart-breaking struggles witc red-tape 
and routine, and tke chilly indifference of | 
officinls, belenged to the past; but the in- 
yentor has lived to triumph over them only 
to perish in the work of his own genius. 
Lord Northbrooke was better known by his 
family name of Baring, bis father, Sir Fran- 
cis, having been the second of that great 
house to receive the honour of a peerage. 
Lord Northbrooke was & nseful member of 
the Houge of Commons, in which be sat prior 
to his elevation at bis father’s death to the 
Upper Chamber, and was known somewhat 
regretfully to have quitted the more active 
duties of a Commoner for the comparative 
idieness of a peer. The advent of Mr. Glad- 
stone to power, however, gave him congenial 
occupation as Under-Secretary of War. The 
great sorrow which the loss of his son will 
occasion the First Lord of the Admiralty will 
also-excite the liveliest. feelings of regret. 
We hope that in a few bouts public anxiety 
for further particulars of this deplorable 
event will be satisfied by the publication of 
the story of the few survivors.
